ANOTHER EXCITING SESSION. 


Complete Details of the Interesting Pro- 
ceedings in the House. 

Wasurneoror, D. C., Jan. 30.—The galleries of 
the House were crowdec to their-utmost capac- 
ity long before noon today by spectators an- 
ticipating a resumption of the contest of yes- 
terday. Nor were they disappointed, for as 
the Clerk réad the journal in the usual man- 
ner, omitting the detailed vote dy yeas and 
nays on the question of consideration against 
the contested election case, Mr. Breckinridge 
of Kentucky rose and demanded the reading 
of the full vote. After a moment’s hesita- 
tion the Speaker directed this to be done. 
This having deen completed, Mr. Breckin- 
ridge demanded the reading of the names of 
those not voting, and the Speaker ordered 
this to be done also. 

Then Mr. Springer of Illinois demanded 
the reading in full of the statement of 
Speaker Reed, giving the grounds for his 
ruling yesterday. And the Cierk proceeded 
to read rdingly. 

The reading of the journal having been 
completed Mr. McKinley of Ohio moved that 
the journal be approved, and upon that mo- 
tion demanded the previous question.

Mr. Springer of Illinois moved an adjourn- 
ment and demanded the yeas and nays. 
While the vote was being taken Mr. Springer 
stated that the object was to allow the Com- 
mittee on Rules to prepare a code of rules. 
One hundred and twenty-four members rose 
to demand the yeas and nays. The Speaker 
declared this to be a sufficient number and 
directed the Clerk to call the roll. 

Mr. Bland of Missouri moved to reconsider 
the vote by which the yeas and nays were 
ordered, but the Speaker declined to recog- 
nize him, whereupon Mr. Bland shouted, 
amid so much confusion that his words were 
not fully audible to many persons: “ You 
are the meanest tyrant that ever presided 
over a legislative body, and I denounce——” 
The remainder of the sentence was drowned 
in a wave of. cheers from the Democratic 
side. The roll was then called. The motion 
was defeated—yeas, 142; nays, 160. 

The quéstion then recurred on the demand 
for the previous question on the approval of 
the journal, and the yeas and nays having 
been ordered, the order, Don't vote,” was 
passed around the Democratic side of the 
chamber and studiously oteyed. Before the 
vote was announced the Speaker directed 
the Clerk to record the following names of 
members as present and not voting:

United States Bank 
Examiner A. B. Hepburn visited the bank 
yesterday and as a result of his examination 


of the accounts posted a notice on the doors. 


taking formal possession of the bank. It was 
the notice posted on the front door of the 
Sixth National Bank Buildma, at the north- 
east corner of Broadway and Thirty-third 
street, that met the startled gaze of patrons 


| of the institution this morning. 


At half-past 11 o’clock Commissioner Hep- 
burn issued this statement to the press for 
the benefit of stockholders in the Sixth Na- 
tional Bank and the general public: - 

Charles H. Leland (until recen President of 
the bank) sold 1,085 shares of stock, a controlling 
interest, to the parties at present in control of 
the bank at $050 a share, and gave them posses- 
sion thereof Jan. 22. 

Jan. 23 $622,000 par value ot high-priced bonds 
belonging to the bank were delivered to Pell, 
Wallack &Co. anda receipt taken reading as 
follows: 

Received, New York, Jan. 23, 1890, of the 
Sixth National Bank of New York the following 
named bonds to be sold for the account of said 
bank and accounted for to its President as he 
may demand.” 

There was no entry on the books of the bank 
to show any disposition of the funds, The stock 
book called for the original amount. I found 
the $622,000 bonds gone and demanded tbeir 
restoration or funds to represent their market 
value. i went with the President to Pell, Wal- 
lack & Co., who said that about $400,000 of the 
bonds had been sold and checks sent to the 
bank in payment; that the remaining bonds 
were with different brokers for sale and that 
they would get and return them. They brought 
to me $201,000 of the bonds. The checks offered 
for the balance would not be accepted. 

The above, together with other matters affect- 
ing the bank, rendered the. temporary closing 
of the bank imperative. If the gentlemen in 
charge, carry out the promises or assurances 
given yesterday the Controller will undoubtediy 
reopen the bank. I do not think depositors will 
loge anything. The object in taking possession 
was to insure that. p | 

Ane IN. OWNERSHIP. 

At a late hour this afternoon YY weed» tle- 


Sixth National Bank would be reopenea by 
the Controller today. 

The quarterly report of the Sixth National 
Bank to the close of business Dec. 11, 1889, 
showed nearly $2,000,000 deposits and a large 
surplus, all invested in first-class securities. 
Tuesday of this week the fact was 
announced that there had been a 
change in the ownership and management of 
the Sixth National Bank. For several years 
the control of the instituuwon was in the 
hands of Charles H. Leland, President, and 
a competent board of directors. Andrew E. 
Colsen was-Cashier,.a position which he 
still holds and has held for twenty-two years. 
The affairs of the bank were carefully man- 
aged and the stock was held in high esteem 
for investment purposes. 

Last week President Leland sold out his 
stock to one Peter J. Claassen and others, 
and resigned the Presidency of the bank. 
Mr. Leland owned a controlling interest, and 
his example in retiring from the institution 
was quickly followed by tne old Board of 
Directors, who, under the new order of 
things, seemingly had little choice in the 
matter, but were compelled to step down and 
out whether they wished te or not. They 
were succeeded in the directorate by James 
A. Simmons, H. T. Cutter, J. K. Watson, D. 
M. Ripley, and Gen. James Jourdan, Presi- 
dent of the Kings County Elevated railway 
company. Mr. Claassen succeeded Mr. Le- 
land as President. 

On assuming the office of President Mr. 
Claassen proceeded almost immediately to 
make three loans to himself of $60,000 each, 
secured by stock of the Equitable Bank and 
of the Lenox Hill Bank, in which he is 
largely interested. Then he took $622,000 of 
firet-class railway bonds owned by the Sixth 
National Bank, which were deposited in 
down-town safe-deposit vaults, and placed 
them in the hands of George A. Pell of Pell. 
Wallack & Co. sor sale. In explanation of 
the proceeding President Clagssen told Com- 
missioner Hepburn that he thought the as- 
sets of the Sixth National were too much in 
investment securities; that he imagined he 
could do better for the bank with cold cash 
than with bonds. 


HOW IT WAS WORKED. 

Besides being President of the Sixth Na- 
tional Bank Mr. Claassen is Vice-President 
and director of the Equitable Bank, a State 
banking institution which was established 
Dec. 12 last. President Claassen took Mr. Le- 
land’s stock in the Sixth National Bank at 
$650 a share, the stock then being rated at 
from $250 to $350 a share, according as the 
estimate was conservative or liberal. He 
paid in certified checks on che Equita- 
ble and Lenox Hill Banks. Controi- 
ling both institutions, as he practically 
dia, he had no difficulty in securing the cer- 
tification of the checks, which, wnen they 
passed into Mr. Léland’s hands, were depos- 
ned by that gentleman with a trust company. 
That gave the drawers of the checks at least 
twenty-four hours in which to make them 
good, and during that twenty-four hours the 
Sixth Nawonal Bank passed into the 
possession of Claassen“ and his associates. 
The proceeds from the sale of the bank’s 
railway securities enabled President Claas- 
sen to take up the three loans to himseif 
from the bank of $60,000 each, secured by 
Lenox Hill Bank stock, and to “square” tne 
checks.

While Mr. Hepburn was imparting this in- 
formation United States Marshal Jacobus ana 
Deputy Marshals Bernhardt and Kennedy 
entered the bank and were taken into a pri- 
vate room, where a consultation of half an 
hour was heid. When the Marshal came out 
he was reticent regarding the object of his 
visit to the bank. At first he woula not state 
whether he had made any arrests or intended 
to, but finally admitted that he had several 
Warrants and that he would catch the men 
they were issued for as soon as possible. 
How many warrants he Had or whom they 
were for he would not say, but from another 
source it was found that Pell and Claassen 
were the men the Marshal was after. 
George H. Peli was found in the evening at 
his house in Fifty-fifth street. He was ar- 
rested and taken before Marshal Jacobus. 
who directed that he be locked up in Ludlow 
Street Jail. 

AN UNSOUNDED RUMOR. 

A rumor was started during the afternoon 
that the St. Nicholas Bank in the Equitable 
Life Building on Broadway was also mixed 
up in the transaction, but a denial was made 
by W. J. Gardner, the cashier of that insti- 
tution. He said the statement that $40,000 
in protested checks of George H. Pell & Co. 
in the St. Nicholas Bank ‘was given in lieu of 
abstracted bonds to the examiner at the 
Sixth Nauonal was not true, as the amount 
had been paid by the Sixth National Bank 
Wednesday. A number of checks on the 
Lenox Hill had been presented to the St. 
Nicholas for payment, but they were re 
fused. 

In banking circles down-town today it was 
related that some of the parties concerned in 
tne transaction of the Sixth National at- 
tempted some time ago to establish a bank 
under the name of the Knickerbocker. The 
scheme fell through, however, as some of the 
pledged subscribers failed to materialize and 
also because the St. Nicholas Bank refused 
to clear for it. It was said that out of the 
ruins of the scheme the Equitabie was raiséd 
and that the Western National Bank took up 
the clearing business. 

A reporter who called at the Brooklyn res- 
idence of P. J. Claassen tonight was told he 
was not at home and had not been there all 
day. It is understood officers are looxing 
for him. It is said Mr. Claassen was formerly 
a member of the firm of Dodge, Potter & Co., 
who were connected with large operations in 
Leadville mines ten years ago and that he is 
interested in a number of schemes about 
which next to nothing is known in New 
York. 

Lyman J. Gage said: 

*“*T remember Mr. Claassen as a man who 
organized a speculative company here 
fifteen to twenty years ago. He had got hold 
of a patent printing press designed to print 
several colors at once, and had large ideas 
about it: My recollection is the company 
failed.” 

The company did fail, and there are other 
Chicago citizens still living who have more 
reason to remember it than Mr. Gage. A 
number invested deeply in Mr. Claassen’s 
company. He was an enthusiast. in business 
of the Col. Sellers“ type, and always proph- 
esied areturn of millions for the investment 
of his money—or rather other people's.

many respects remarkabte and extraordinary, I 
am asked to say something about his personal 
history and virtue, and I do this with more pleas- 
ure as his constant friend through forty-two 
years. 

Dr. Patterson gave a sketch of the life of 
Mr. Bross, emphasizing his services to the 
public and success in private enterprises, and 
continued: , 

Some ‘traits of Mr. Bross’ strong character 
came out conspicuously in his social ana more 
‘public hfe. He was industrious and singularly 
energetic in all his undertakings, This was par- 
ticularly due to his vigorous physical constitu- 
tion. He possessea an unusual muscular and 
nervous force, great puwer for work, and endur- 
ance. He was made for activity, and seldom 
ceased in his work for brief breathing ¢pells. He 
was ever at work. He studied to use every tal- 
ent for the accomplishment of his ends and the 
extent of his resources appeared not only in his 
achievements for the public but also in large 
accumulations for himself and his family. 

HIS PUBLIC SPIRIT. 

He was ambitious in a good, laudable sense. 
He desired and attuined success in almost every 
endeavor. He took an active part in nearly 
every promising enterprise within his reach. 
His was commoaly a leading part. And yet he 
was not selfishly ambitious, like some who must 
lead or do nothing. He was cheerful in follow- 
ing as well as in pointing the way. This was u- 
lustrated in his religious life, in which he was an 
efficient helper when not in the advance guard. 
I always felt sure of his support when there was 
work to be done. He was often called forward, 
and never shrank from a chief responsibility. 

Mr. Bross was distinguished by his public 
spirit and interest in every public enterprise, 
whether of city orof church. He was an advo- 
cate of the scheme to unite by a ship canal 
Lakes Huron and Ontario. He was a warm sup- 
porter of che reunion of the Presbyterian church. 
He was an advocate of every public measure 
that seemed to have promise. For Chicago's 
high destiny and large promise he seemed to 
have an almost prophetic enthusiasm. 

He was always firmin his moral convictions, 
but never an advocate of impractical reforms. 
While deeply sympathizing with the poor and 
suffering he had no afMfilianon with Anarchism or 
Communism. He was a friend of moral reform 
by moral means, and civil reform by civil meas- 
ures. 

Being characteristically cheerful he was fond 
of cheerful music, both secular and sacred, and 
was a patron of art in its various departments, 
He loved to unite with others in singing hymns, 
not only in church but at home. Many such oc- 
casions are fresh in the memories of some who 
are here. He was fond of paintings and sculpt- 
ure, and gave encouragement to artists, espe- 
cially to those promising ones that were earnest-

TO BE SEEN IN THE STREETS, 
Unpleasant Sights in Which the:Therough- 
fares Abound the Subject of Speeches at 
the Banquet—A Perfect Case Said to 
Have Been Made Against Hankins Be- 
fore the Grand Jary—Paritazism As- 
sailed by Judge Moran. 


What a thrashing the City of Chicago dia get 
at the Sunset Club banquet at Kinsley’s last 
night! Henry S. Boutell knocked it down, 
John W. Root jumped on it, and 8. 8. Gregory 
kicked it in the side. The battle was so one- 
sided that ex-Ald. Manierre finally jumped into 
the arena to do battle for Chicago. But even he 
could not do much. He admitted that the city 
wasn’t all it should be, but declared it would be 
extremely difficult to make it better. 

The subject for the evening was Street Nui 
sances and How to Abate Them.” The Chair 
man was J. J. P. Oaell He said Chairmen of 
previous meetings had fallen into the bad habit 
of making introductory remarks concerning the 
subject up for discussion. This was unfortunate, 
as one was apt to use up all the pet ideas of the 
regular speakers, so he would avoid it. He m- 
troduced Henry S. Boutell, who said: 

“ When we think of London and Paris we real- 
ize our néwness. Modern cities grow out of the 
demands of commerce, so the government of 
modern cities is a modern question.” 

Alleys was the first subject he touched on. He 
said: 

Wo insult them at the start by calling them 
alleys. It is like calling a man a thief and keep- 
it up until it made one of him. e gave an alley 
a black eye at the commencement of its career. 

Many of our alleys would be boulevards in 
some pl such as Boston and Quebec. 
We should give them s name, and light 
them and | pave them, and treat them 
like streets. Then alieys will cease to subserve 
the purposes they do now. It would drive filth 
and crime from those in the business districts, 
garbage and vermin from those in the residence 
districts, and disease from those in the quarters 
of thd poor. Moreover, in the business aistricts 
it would make them available for firms doing & 
quiet business, one that does not require a front 
age on a main street.“ 

Thy next thing he took up was street-cleaning. 
Something was radically wrong with that de- 
partment of the City Government, he said. The 
citizens paid enough to have the streets kept 
clean, but they were wot. It was the same coves | 
wherever one went. Ifa property-owner wante 
the street in front of his piace kept clean he had 
to pay a private contractor; if he wanted his 
garbage removed regularly he had to go to a pri- 
vate contractor; if he wanted his house watched 
he had to pay a private watchman. * 

He then took a fall out of the city contractor, 
who, he said, stopped work Dec. 1 because there 
might be snow most any day. After that, until 
spring. every one had to loo« out for himself. 

e had met a friend only a day or two ago who 
had had to have tne street in front of his house 
cleaned at his own e nse. 

e next thing was what he termed the stable- 
yard nuisance." With the car tracks and all, 
the streets were none too wide, but some people 
persisted in considering them as stable yards. A 
man would drive his horse to his office, blanket 
him, put a feed-bag under his nose, and leave 
him for half a day. 

“I stood one day in front of the Central Music- 
Hall. There were three cabs, two physician's 
buggies, and one express wagon standing there. 
A lady wished to drive up, Dut there was no 
room. I said to a policeman: 

„Can't these people be made to move away? 

„ You'll have to ask the owner of the buiid- 
ing,’ he replied. 

Now that is where he made his mistake. He 
hadn't been properly instructed at headquarters, 
A street is for passage to and fro and the fee is 
in tne city. No owner has any more right to the 
street abutting his property than has any other 
citizen. It is the same way with the peanut and 
banana stands.” 

Display advertisements and bill boards next 
attracted his attention. They detaced the city, 
and yet the city allowed the telegraph poles, 
curbs, garbage boxes, and éverything else to be 
used for tem. The only place to advertise is 
in a newspaper,“ he said just as the Chairman's 
gavel fell, showing that his time was up. „ 

John W. Root read a letter, which he said was 
from an English friend of his who once stopped 
afew day in Chicago, but the sentiment of the 
club was that the letter emanated from Mr. Root 
himself. 

The alleged Englishman arrived in Chicago 
late one Saturday night, and was awakened at 
an early hour Sunday morning by shrill cries un- 
der his window. He jumped up and found that 
they came from newsboys. e didn't see why 
that nuisance was toleraied. When he got up 
befound the sidewalks and gutters filthy. It 
looked to him as though all the shopkeepers had 
swept out that morning for the entire week. 
Monday there was a great deal of dust, which 
was better for crops perhaps than (for 
eyes. Street-cleaners were lazily hoecing it up 
into piles, while the wind rapidly demolished the 
piles. He learned later that the wagons to take 
away the piles did not come on the scene some- 
times for several hours,and he wondered what 
they found left when’ they did come. 

In passing along the street he had slipped up 
on a smooth vault-cover and he wondered why 
they were not inspected.

‘WILL BANKINS BE INDICTED?

Judge Moran Denies That Our Institutions 
Are Founded on Puritanic Principles. 
“What Do We Owe to the Puritans?” was the 


subject of a lecture by he, r A. Moran 
before the Union Catholic Library Association 
at the Madison Street Theater lust night. 
_ “Dia the current of human history turn aside 
in its course’’ he said, When the social com- 
pact was entered into in tue Cabin of the May- 
flower! In other words, did the event which 
the friends and advocates of the Puritans have 
claimed to be the commenceMent of our system 
of government—did that event sow the seed of 
a free State and a free Republic? Of late years 
it has come to be a fashion among certain peo- 
ple to ascribe ever in our Con- 
stitution to Puritanic torians have 
ven detailed accounts Of the landing of the 
uritans, and have drawn conclusions from 
the early history of the Puritan colony totally 
unwarranted by the facts. PForefathers'-Day has 
been made the occasion d put forward the 
claims that our present is @ legacy from 
the early New England settlers. In order to 
disprove these claims 1% be necessary to 
briefly look into the civil and religious institu- 
tions established by the Puritas colonists." 

At the time of the landing of the Puritans 
there was, the speaker , & growing feel 
throughout the world in favor of more extend 
civil and religious liberty. That was more uat- 
uralin a newly-settied where facilities 
for freedom were greater. ow far that senti- 
ment governed the actions of the Puritans was 
best shown by the laws in force in the settlement 
of Massachusetts Bay, clartered under an En- 
glish act of Parliament. That was probably the 
dest embodiment of the genuine Puritan idea of 
government which could be found. And 
the basic principle of ie government of 
the Massachusetts colony Was the total 
depravity of the entire human race witn the ex- 
ception of the regenerated tans. Everybody 
else was out of the fold and, being out of the 
fold, had no rights, civil or religious. Anabap- 
tists were the first to fall under the lash of the 
grim Puritans, and the 1 was no metaphor. 
It was applied to bare tied to carts or 
chained to public whipping posts. And wen the 
Anabaptists left off, the er began his dose 
of punishment. For the latter there were the 
pillory, the ear-splitter, and the gibbet, or a 
worse death at the hands of the India Even 
the orthodox English enurchman fared but little 
better than his Protestant brethren at the hands 
of the morose Puritans. 

In regard to civil liberty, Judge Moran showed 
how many agitators had tried to obtain a vote in 
the affairs of the Commonwealth, but were de- 
nied, because they were not Members of the sect. 
To such a length did this oppression go that in 
1664 an appeal taken to the giish Parliament 
brought forth a strong remonstrance from the 
King of England against the measure in force 
against the non-Puritan Dulation of Massa- 
chusetts. From 1664 to 1664 this matter was the 
subject of continual exchange of messages be- 
tween London aud New Eungiand, and the result 
—— that the Englisn King finally abrogated the 
charter. we 

„And the act of an English King, more lib- 
eral minded than the wus, forever blotted 
out the only government. ted on purely 
Puritan principles.” ere 

The speaker concluded by drawing a compari- 
son between the repressive euactments of the 
New England H urt the statute p:ssed 
at the same period by the lature of Mary- 
land. While the former refused civil rights even 
to their fellow countrymen from England whose 
religious views were not of the right kind, we 
Catholic Legislature of Maryland anticipated by 
two centuries the crowning act of freedom pro- 
mulgated by Abrah Lincoln as Prestdent of 
the United States, which declared that even the 
free negro should be entitled to vote, 


SAYS HE PAID TO GET A CITY JOR, 


A Bohemian Laborer’sa Charges Against 
One of Cregier’s Officials. 

Antona A. Koyosad, a Bohemian who lives at 
No. 142 Barber street, lodged a complaint seri- 
ously reflecting on one of Mayor Cregier s offi- 
cials with the police of the Maxwell Street Sta- 
tion last night. 

Last fall I made the acquaintance of a man 
named Mike Bradley,“ he said. an assistant in 
the City Water Department. I met him several 
times at political gatherings, ane he, finally dis- 
covering that I was out of Work, told me that if 
I would pay him $50 he would see that I got a 
job cleaning sewers at $2.25 a day. The job, he 
promised, would be good fora year at least. I 
paid him $25 down, and later, at my house and in 
the presence of my wife, sister, mother, and 
brother, I gave him the other . Next day, 
Oct. 15, I went to work. I worked just two 
months, getting a little over $50. and was laid off. 

“I went around to see Bradley several times, 
and he kept me off with promises. This evening 
about 7 o'clock I met him and a number of his 
friends m an Italian saloon at No. 284 West 
Twelfth street and agam asked him if he could 
not give me some work, as 1 had been idle ever 
since I had been laid off. He told me he coula 
not, but if I would give him another $50 he would 
see that I was put back. Itola him I didn’t like 
that—that it looked too much like boodiing— 
and he and his friends left the saloon. I went 
out, too, and at the door Bradley stepped up 
to me and, after cursing me for botherin 
him, struck me in the face and knocke 
me down. I waiked off and stood on the corner 
Waiting for the car, when one of the gang came 
up to me and struck me, again knocking me 

Own.“ 

Koyosad could not be secommodated with a 
warrant, and left saying that he would swear one 
out for Bradley this morning. The police say 
they have heard of rumors touching complaints 
against City-Hall officials similar to that made 
by Koyosad. They think the Bohemian is mis- 
taken about the man's name.

THE MEANING OF THE DEMOCRATIC GAME

The contest between Speaker Reed and

ent when his eyes told him that such was 
the case, even though so many of them re-

ls may be asked why the Democrats dre 
making such a fuss about Speaker Reed’s 
course, which must strike every unprejudiced 
man as perfectiy fair and proper. It must 


be borne in mind that the House has as yet | 


adopted no rules. A committee has nearly 
prepared some, which the Democrats, though 
ignorant what they will be, are denouncing 
in adyance. Having no special rules the 
House is governed by the common law of 
parliamentary practice, such as prevails in 
all legislative bodies. A vote is taken. The 
Speaker hears 160 voting in the affirmative 
and 8 in the negative. The whole House is 
830 and a quorum 166. The roll-call does pot 
show @ quorum, but the Speaker sees sitting 
before him 146 members who wil! not answer 
to their names. He therefore rules that 
there is a quorum present, and rightly so, for 
in point of fact more than nine-tentas of all 
the members are in their seats.

THE WEW EXTRADITION TREATY. 

The new treaty of extradition-negotiated 
by Secretary Blaine and Minister Paunce- 
fote is awaiting recognition by the Senate, 
and will undoubtedly be ratified by that 
body, as there is no partisan opposituon to it. 
It is an eminently reasonable and satisfactory 
document in every way. To the large num- 
ber of crimes included in the Ashburton 
treaty, such as murder, piracy, arson, rob- 
bery, and forgery, it adde what has long 
been needed—crimes against business, such 
as counterfeiting, embezzlement, larceny, ob- 
taining money under false pretenses, receiv- 
ing money known to have been fraudulently 
obtained, fraud by a bailee, banker, agent, 
factor, trustee, or director of any company, 
perjury or subornation of perjury, as well as 
rape, abduction, burglary, mutiny at sea, 
and crimes against the laws of both coun- 
tries for the suppression of siavery and 
slave-trading. It will be seen from this list 
that the doors are effectually closed upon 
mercantile and financial rogues of all kinds, 
and that embezzlement, forgery, and frauds 
upon business can no longer be committed 
with impunity. The privilege of me Gov- 
ernment to give merely political offenders an 
asylum is preserved, since it is stipulated in 
the treaty that no such persons shall be ex- 
tradited and that no person shall be tried for 
any other offense except that with which he 
wus charged in the demand for ex@adition. 
In his letter transmitting the treaty to the 
President Secretary Blaide says: 

From this brief review of the list of offenses in 
the present convention it is seen that they are 
merely common crimes, made punishable by the 
laws of all civilized States, and not such as are 
made penal in any particular country 4 
of peculiar conditions there existing. © pres- 
ent convention only places our extradition rela- 
tions with Great Britain on a modern basis, and 
is in strict accord with the policy maintaired by 
this Government in its similiar relations with 
other Powers. 

The second article of the convention contains 
a stipulation against surrender for trial for pollt- 
al offenses, and the third article provides that a 

reson surrendered shall not be tried for any of- 

ense other than that for which extragition was 
granted. The latter provision is in most ot our 
recent treaties, and is in harmony with the late 
decision of the Supreme Court of the United 
States in the Rauscher case. The eighth article 
provides that the convention shall not apply to 
any of the crimes therein specified which shall 
have been committed, or to any conviction that 
shall have been pronounced, prior to the date at 
whieh the convention shall come into force, 
Thus, while extending the list of extradition of- 
fenses, the present convention contains all the 
safeguards and limitations which public law and 
international usage require, or, indeed, admit of. 


That the treaty will be ratified by the Sen- 
ate admits of no doubt and that it will ex- 
pedite the agencies for the apprehension of 
scoundreis is equally certain. Ite most grat- 
ifying feature indeed is the prospect of the 
penitentiary which it holds out to embezziers. 
It may not be an absolute preventive of 
crime, but ſt will be apt to restrict it and to 
make a thief or swindler think twice before 
he helps himself to other people's money 
when he knows that he will be no longer 
safe across the border and that the doors of 
the Canadian asylum are closed against him. 
It at least removes a strong temptation and 
that is a valuable point gained. It is a mat- 
ter, therefore, for general congratulauon 
that the two countries have come at last to a 
mutual understanding and that the colontza- 
tion of embeazziers, forgers, and swindiers of 
the respective countries is in a fair way to 
be broken up. 


AN EXTREMELY TECHNICAL DECISION. 

Some years ago the Supreme Court of this 
State became celebrated or notorious for its 
peculiar affection for technicalities, and the 
frequent use it made of them to free or give 
new trials to men as to whose guilt there was 
no moral or sound legal question. For a few 
years back this exercise of extreme tender- 
ness toward the criminal and harsbuess to- 
ward the rest of the community was measur- 
ably abandoned, and many important de- 
cisions of the court showed that it was pay- 
ing more attention to the spirit of the law 
and less to the verbal quips and quirks of 
criminal lawyers. 

Une of its recent decisions, however— 
Judge Magruder dissenting—indicates a 
tendency to return to the old ways. The 
case was that of James W. Sykes of this 
city, who failed in 1886, owing considerable 
money to the Merchants’ Loan and Trust 
company, borrowed on warehouse receipts 
for timothy seed alleged to have been stored 
in his warehouse. When it came to be 
learned that the stuff covered by the re- 
ceipts had never existed he was indicted for 
issuing fraudulent warehouse receipts. The 
first trial resulted in adisagreement, and the 
second, in 1888 in a conviction for. three 


years. 

The case was carried to the Supreme 
Court on the ground that the receipts he 
gave did not come under the provisions of 
the law, and that the Judge had erred in re- 
tusing to letin testimony which might have 
induced the jury to lessen the punishment. 
The first and most material point was over- 
ruled, the second sustained. 

On the third trial, last summer, the de- 
fendant was found guilty ana given two 
years. The case was again taken to tne Su- 
preme Court on two grounds—that special 
counsel paid by the bank had taken part in 
the prosecution and that there was a vari- 
ance between the real name of the bank and 
that given in the indictment. The first of 
these was overruled, the second sustained, 
and in the course of time Sykes will have his 
fourth trial. 

What was this variance which the Su- 
preme Court considered fatai? The bank 
which prosecuted him was chartered as the 
Merchants Savings, Loan and Trust com 
pany. Asitdid not do a savings business- 
it gladly availed itself of the provisions 
of a law of i872 for changing the 
names of corporations to drop the 
“Savings,” and it has ever since 
been known as the Merchants’ Loan and 
Trust company. By that name everybody 
knows it, Mr. Sykes included. Not long ago, 
however, the Supreme Court for good rea- 
son held this act of 1872 unconstitutional. 
Therefore the right name of the bank became 
again what it was at the outset. But through 
the forgetfulness of the lawyer who drafted 
the indictment Sykes was charged with an 
attempt to defraud the “ Merchants’ Loan 
and Trust company,” while the evidence 
showed that his dealings were with what 


| Judge Magruder, who does not believe ga 


guilty man should go free of his crime for a 
matter of two syliabies, calls a “fatal vari- 
ance.” 

Had the indictment been for defrauding 
the First National and the evidence intro- 
duced reiated to a totally different bank the 
defendant might well protest that that in- 
dictment was worthless. But in this case 
there was no surprise. The variance was 
one which confused or injured no one. The 
name given tothe bank in the indictment 
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view of determining what regions should be 
kept permanently in forest and a plan can 
pe formulated for National forest adminis- 
tration by the Commissionets. 

It hardly seems necessary to call attention 
to the great and pressing importance of this 
bill cr to the reasons why it should be passed 
at once, and yet the attention of Congress 
nas been called to the rapid destruction of 
our forests and the evils consequent there- 
upon through three successive Administra- 
tions, and three successive Secretaries 
of the Interior have made recommen- 
dations substantially the same as 
those contained in this bill prepared 
by the American Forestry Association 
and yet Congress has given them no heed. 
It is time that the people should wake up to 
the importance of this matter ana make 
their sentiments felt by Congress in such a 
manner that it will not negiect its duty in 
this business any longer. Unless this is 
done the forests, which still coveran area 
of from 30,000 000 to 70,000,000 acres, will soon 
disappear before the axes of timber thieves, 
corporate and individual, and the ravages of 
tire. 
The results of this destruction are numer- 
ous. It involves an annual National loss es- 
timated at $10,000,000. It is cutting off the 
supply of timber to which the Western States 
must look for along time to come for their 
building, mining, railroad, and manufactur- 
ing industries. The prosperity of the coun- 
try contiguous to these forest depends upon 
their preservation. Upon this point the me- 
morial accompanying the bill says: 


There is absolutely nothing. natural or arti- 
ficial, that will take the place of the mountain 
forest as a regulator of ra‘nfall and water sup- 
ply. Every inland région without forests is a 
region of long droughts, varied by destructive 
storms. Every mountain region without forests 
is a region w streams, instead of watering 
the valieys below with 6 constant and adequate 
flow, alternately dwindle into insignificance and 
swell into raging torrents, not only flooding the 
country, but covermmg it with rocks and sand 
from the mountain sides. Great as is the dam- 
age caused by the loss of mountain forests to a 
region naturally well watered, it would render 
agriculture impossible in that extensive district 
which has so recently begun to be rendered 
fertile by the use of irrigation. No system of 
reservoirs, even the most costiy and ingenious. 
can cane ee place of the forests on any large 
scale. © most that it can do is to perate 
with them. ' 

It is respectfully suggested that the true value 
and use of these mountain forests have never 
been properly considered “by this Government. 
It has apparentiy never realized that mountain 
forest land differs from all other land in this im- 
portant respect, that its condition cannot sub- 
stantially be chan without disastrous re- 
sults; that it must, for the sake of the properly 
agricultural land, always remain in forest. On 
the contrary, it has been sold and given away 
like other land, without any restrictions what- 
ever upon ite use in private hands, although the 
expenence of every nation shows that the na 
tional government alone has the power and the 
means for the best forest management, and that 
its power must be exerted even over private 
forest property in order to prevent disaster to 
the community from the action of individuals. 


It is simply astonishing that while the evils 
of deforestation have been pointed out by 
experts and conceded by every one who has 
any knowledge of the subject Congress has 
persistently neglected to take any steps for 
the preservation of this important part of 
the National domain. Both in the forest 
lands owned by the Nation and by the 
States the work of destruction increases 
every year. The great forests along our 
Northern frontier are fast  disap- 
pearing. The magnificent groves of 
California, the Adirondacks in New 
York, and numerous other forest areas 
are rapidly being despoiled of their 
beauty ano areinviting che inevitabie calam- 
ity which must come as Nature’s revenge to 
the valleys below. Thieves and fire are 
everywhere stealing and destroying without 
hindrance and Congress looks on uncon- 
cernedly, closing its ears to the cry of the 
people to save the forests. It is time now for 
the. people to make ita demands in such a 
manner that they will be understood. The 
forests once gone they cannot be restored. 
What is to be done should be done at once, 
The forests are the great sanitariums of the 
country. Let them be protected from the 
thieves and vandals. 


ENGLAND’S COLONIAL POLICY. 

The dispute between England and Portugal 
reiative to the aggressive operations of 
Serpa Pinto in Southern Africa and to the 
claims of the latter to certain territory west 
of Mozambique and on either side of the 
Zambesi River ana the emphatic manner in 
which Eagland has stopped the operations 
of the Portuguese forces and compelled them 
to withdraw from the interior to tneir coast 
defenses and stations mark an important 
step in Engiand’s colonial policy. 

The issues at stake are of more than local 
significance. Should the European Powers 
sustain Portugal’s claims it would seriousiy 
disturb the plans of England in seeking out 
new fields for fts future growth and develop- 
ment. In the natural course of events and as 
the inevitable result of colonial evolution 
England must jose Australia, New Zealand, 
and Canadu. They ere already only attached 
to the mother country by ties of sentiment, 
and when the time comes for them to set up 
for themselves, as it must before long, they 
will take leave not with bitterness but as 


friends. How long India will remain is also 


only a question of time. She will continue 
as a colony longer than the others, but under 
the influence of Western customs, railroads, 
and schools the Indians are already begin- 
ning to talk of home rule. They are an in- 
telligent, thinking people and have the gov- 
erning ability. They have ceased their petty 
quarrels with each other, and under 
Epgiish influences are rapidly becom- 
ing Westernized. Already, as we have 
said, they are anxious for the privilege of 
local self-government, ana that once ob- 
tained it will not be long before they will be- 
come ripe for complete independence, under 
a partly Oriental and partiy constitutional 
government. With Australia, New Zealand, 
Canada, and India gone, stripped of her 
colonies, what will be left for Engiana? 

This is the problem occupying the atten- 
tion of far-sighted English statesmen even 
now and they are seeking its solution in 
Africa by reproducing another India in the 
Dark Continent which shall satisfy En- 
giand’s ambition for trade and territorial 
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one of the contrasts of our modern 
civilization. Buß it is an unusual one, 
and is not so bad as would be possible in the 
absence of the railroad intercommunication 
established within the last fifty years in civ- 
ilized countries. It is no longer necessary to 
use donkeys to carry corn on their backs, as 
was the case when the brethren of Joseph 
went to Egypt to buy for home needs, or the 
pack horses which must have been employed 
for similar service in many parts of Europe 
up to a century ago. Such primitive meth- 
ods of parually counteracting the effects of 
unequal crop conditions can only be effectual 
in thinly settled countries, and have recent- 
ly proved utterly inadequate in China, where 
conservatism has ruled to the extent of keep- 
ing in vogue the socialistic features of 
several thousand years ago. And there 
is this important difference between the 
old times and the new. Then the starving 
ones could not obtain needed supplies with- 
out paying the prices demanded by the men 
who held the grain. Men, women, and chil- 
dren were permitted to die of hunger in full 
sight of those who were rolling in luxury. It 
is true that rich men are not angels today, 
and many of them are none too anxious to 
find cases which demand succor. But the 
average human being of the present eenera- 
tion will respond to the ory of deep dietress 
when it reaches his ears, The suffering in 
Dakota only needs to be known in order to 
meet with at least a partial relief, and the 
spectacie of railroads not only carrying pro- 
visions and fuel for nothing, but even trust- 
ing the worst cases, which are the most 
hopeless ones for payment in the future, 
sufficientiy gives the he to the old 
saying that “corporations have no souls.“ 
Such scenes as these may not herald the ap- 
proach of the millennium, nor even of the 
Utopia about which some of the Socialists 
are dreaming. But they do prove that the 
world has grown far better as well as wiser 
in the last few generations, and may well 
bring a blush of shame to the cheeks of 
those who fondly prate of the “good old 
times as days to be envied and desired to 
return. The history of no other century 
than this contains a record of organized ef- 
fort to relieve such distresses as those oc- 
casionéd by the Chicago fire or the crop dis- 
aster in South Dakota.

our libraries or institutions will be energetic 
enough to secure it.

Works of the Late Jules Dupre Disposed of 
at Satisfactory Prices.

Paris, Jan. 80.—One of the most important 
picture sales ot the season took place this 
afternoon at the Petit Galerie. It was the 
art collection of the late Jules Dupré, prede- 
cessor of Corot and Rousseau in the natural 
or realistic school of modern art,. The hand- 
some galleries were crowded with artiste 
and prominent amateurs. One of the bid- 
ders was a handsome lady, an American, née 
Singer, now Princess E. De Scey Montbe- 
Hard. Among others present were Alex- 
andre Dumas, who bought several 
small pieces, M. Leroy Beaulien, and a 
representative of the Due d’Aumale, who 
Was an extensive purchaser. The bidding 
and active results more than satisfied the 
art experts. M. Chevallier, the commis- 
saire priseur, said: We estimate receivts at 
perhaps 150,000 francs; certainly not a sou 
more.“ Asa matter of fact, the total amounts 
to 208,500 franos. Thisshows that every year 
the art-loving public is growing larger and 
more disposed to pay high prices for val- 
uable works of art. The maa with capital 
cannot do better than invest in pictures by 
the best artists, living or dead, He may 
easily double his money in ten years. There 
is no telling, for instance, what pictures sold 
today may bring a few years hence. Dupré 
was undoubtedly appreciated in life, but he 
will be even more appreciated in ears to 
come. Following are the pastes brought by

Injury Dene to Trade by the Long Strike 
of Dock Laborers. 

Loxpox, Jan. 30—At a meeting of the 
representatives of the various dock oom 
panies today Mr. Charles Morgan Norwood, 
Chairman of the joint dock committees, re- 
ferred to the great decrease in the shipping 
business at London owing to the strikes of 
the dock laborers. He declared that £150,000 
yearly would not cover the increased cost of 
labor.

interest. The directors of the companies had 
striven to adbere to the ment made 
with the men, but unless the laborers change 
their attitude the dock companies must at 
any cost regain control of their business. 

Mr. Norwood stated that there had been a 
decrease of 58,000 tons in the tonnage euter- 
ing London, and a decrease of £12,517 ster- 
ling in the dock companies’ receipts during 
the six months following the strike. The 
men are working badly.

“Does the Confession keep along- 
side of the Bible as closely as it can, or are 
we able to make it lie more closely! If the 
two books are as near together as we can 
bring them,” he said, “I care not if we 
offend every twneolngicai student in Christen- 
dom.” Dr. Schaeffer thought they could be 
barmonized better than at present. „Strike 
out ten words from the Confession,” he said, 
“end we could eliminate every direct and 
specific reference in the Confession to the 
love of God.” He thought the proposition 
too small as compared with the Bible. 

The Rev. Walter D. Buchanan was opposed to 
revision. He went in for faith, without any 
attempt to be logical or fact-seeing. I de- 
lieve,” said he, that these doctrines which 
have been calied obnoxious are all to be 
found in the Bibie. As I study my Bible and 
pray over it I cannot get over my responsi- 
bility in Adam's sins. I cannot go to the cof- 
fin of a dead babe and assure its parents that 
it is in Heaven; allican say is that I hove 
and believe it is with Jesus. Men have 
argued about the Bible here as if it was 
mereiy a work of buman hands. Is not our 
faith strong enough to take any contradic- 
tions of the Bible!“ 

The Rév. Anson P. Atterbury held that the 
proposed amendments were nota change of 
doctrine, and he thought that the five ob- 
noxious doctrines in the Confession were not 
necessary. “This book has been worshiped 
by my nation and by my family for 200 
years,” said be. “I was brought up under 
it, and Isay to you that this Confession of 
Faith made me an infidel for ten years. 
was brought up under it; I prayed over it; 
my father and mother insisted that I should 
believe everything it said. I laid that book 
and my God down together, and for ten durk 
years | was among the shadows. Thirty-two 
years ago a divine in Philadelphia 
brought me back, but it was on the New 
Testament. For thirty-two years that has 
been my Confession—my body of divinity. I 
assure you that there is a controversy be- 
tween that Confession and my Bible. i can’t 
find reprobation inthe Bible. I don’t believe 
that God hates anybody. I don’t believe He, 
with haughty knee, passes by the veriest 
wretch on earth to exalt his own sover- 
eiguty.“ 

Let us simplify the Confession, as pro- 

sed, and bring it nearer to the Bible; and 
et us continue to preach to the poor Mag- 
dalene, to the unkempt tramp, and to the 
thief upon the cross, ‘Whosoever will, let 
him come and drink of the water of life 
freeiy.’”’ 

The Rev. A. W. Sprowl, who said he was 
from the backwoods, was quite violent in his 
denunciation of some of the advocates of re- 
vision who had spoken before him. The 
Contession is a monument,” he said, “to the 
piety, scholatship, wisdom, and purity of a 
noble band of men. It is as clear a statement 
of Bible teaching as can be made. I have 


ö * to learn that Presbyterians worship the 


estminster Confession or make it a fetich, 
If the heathens are not lost, why send the 
Gospel to them!“ - 

The Rev. Henry T. Macewan was in favor 
of the report, and he thought there was no 
danger of its opening the doors to heresy. 

Elder Strong discussed the amendments 
favorably from a legal stand point. 

On motion it was decided to end the de- 
bate tomorrow, and the Chairman of the 
committee will have half an hour for sum- 
ming up. Thereis a strong majority in fa- 
vor of revision.

IRON-WORKS IN A RECEIVER'S HANDS. 


The Spaulding Concern of Brilliant, O., in 
Litigation—Other Business Disasters. 

STEUBENVILLE, O., Jan. 30. — [Special.] — 
The Spaulding iron-works of Brilliant, seven 
miles south of Steubenville, today passed into 
the hands of a receiver. There are grave 
charges against the President and Secretary. 
Considerable dissatisfaction has been mani- 
fested by the minority stockholders at differ- 
ent times, which culminated in an application 
for areceiver. This application was granted 
by Judges Pearce and Hance on behalf of 
Thomas B. Taylor and others representing a 
minority of the shareholders. John McFee- 
ley, an old business-man and iron manufact- 
urer of this city, was made receiver, and at 
noon took possession of all the property of 
the concern. David Spaulding, the Presi- 
dent, is in Alabama, where he has extensive 
iron interests, and the move of the stock- 
holders was a surprise to Charles H. Spauld- 
ing, the Secretary and General Manager, who 
had not received the siightest intimation that 
it was contemplated. 

The petition upon which the application 
was granted alleges that by reason of hold- 
ing the majority of the stock the Spauldings 
have kept themselves in office and in full 
control. From the organization until Sep- 
tember, 1888, no books were kept, but the Sec- 
retary represented that he had in memoranda 
bills and slips the necessary data from which 
he could at any time open books. In Febru- 
ary, 1884, the office was inundated by the un- 
precedented flood in the Ohio River, and ai- 
though the papers were keptina safe they 
became wet. Spaulding, it is alleged, took no 
steps to remove the papers toa place of safety 
and preserve them, although he had ample 
opportunity; and after that represented 
that owing to the papers becoming 
disfigured oy muddy water it would be 
impossible to place them onthe books. No 
statement has ever been furnished the stock- 
holders of the mill. It is furthermore al- 
leged that the Spauldings have refused to 
furnish a statement of the amount collected 
by them upon subscriptions to capital stock, 
and the animority stockholders charge that 
the Spauidings have not paid to the corpora- 
tion any partof the $80,000 subscribed by 
them; that they have as President and Sec- 
retary issued to themselves certificates for 
the $80,000 stock and now hold such certifi- 
cates without having paid the amount. 

There is another serious charge. In No- 
vember, 1884, the corporation issued $100,000 
bonds to be put in circulation by the Spau!d- 
ings, who have never made a report of such 
sale, and itis charged that a portion of said 
bonds was not properly disposed of, but was 
put in circulation for a purpose and in a 
manner not intended by the stockholders, 
who bave not nor can they obtain any know 
edge of the proceeds or their disposition. 
Other charges are made regarding the un- 
skillful and negligent management of the 
property and business.

Trains on the Iron Mountain and Fort Scott 
& Memphis Roads Collide. 

Mens, Tenn., Jan. 30.—A serious col- 
hsion occurred on the Kansas City incline 
tracks this morning between two passenger 
trains of the Iron Mountain and Kansas 
City, Fort Scott & Memphis roads, caused by 
tlie carelessness of the train crew. The 
baggage-car of one train and the engine of 
the other were demolished. The passengers 
of both trains were thrown from their seats 
and badly frightened. Business Agent West- 
bay was hurt internally. L. Hettinger, who 
was riding in the baggage-car, had his le 
broken by a falling trunk and several other 
passengers were baaly hurt.

TO SEPARATE IRON FROM THE ORE. 


Edison's Simple and Ingenious. Device for 
Saving Labor—Photographs by Wire. 

New York, Jan. 30.— ] Special.I— Edison 
has lately invented a machine which sep- 
arates iron from tre ore. It is one of tne 
simplest and at the same time most in- 
genious devices for saving labor that has 
been invented. The machine consists of a 
crib surmounted by a hopper. By a system 
of magnets the iron is separated from the 
ore while failing from the hopper to the bot- 
tom of the cmb. The magnets, of course, 
are arranged under the hopper, but not di- 
rectly under it. They are placed on the side 
of the crib, so that as the crushed ore filters 
through the hopper the tailings fail directly 
to the bottom without being diverted from 
their course, while the iron, on the other 
hang, is attracted to one side —— magnets 
and iscaught in a pan. Mr. Edison is now 
arranging to introduce the machines and has 
already several of them in successful opera- 
tion at iron mines in Northern New Jersey. 
The inventor is also engaged in taking pho- 
tographs by wire. This invention is des- 
tined to rival the telephone and phonograph. 
It is worked much in ne same way as the 
telephone. Instead of transmitting sound, 
however, in some unaccountabie way, which 
Mr. Edison refuses to tell, it transmit» light, 
by means of which a photograph can be 
taken of persons when sitting at remote dis- 
tances. Mr. Edison has succeeded in getting 
some good impressions, but has not perfect- 
ed the invention. 


THE DEATH RATE STEADILY DECREASING. 


Lowest Since the Inflaenza Reached This 
, City—Nine Victims of the Grip. 

There were but seventy-one death certifi- 
cates returned to the Heaith Department 
yesterday, the smallest number received any 
week-day since the influenza began its dead- 
ly work in Chicago. There is every indica- 
uon that the backbone of the disease has 
been broken and that the remaining days of 
this week will witness a large decrease in 
the death rate.

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NEW ELECTRIC STREET-CARS AT JOLIET. 


The People of That City Greatly Pleased 
with Them. 

Jouret, III., Jan. 30.—[Special.]—Four of 
the finest electric street-cars ever turned out 
at the Pullman factory arrived in this city to- 
day and will be put on the West Side lines 
Saturday, when the Joliet Electric railway 
will be opened.

They are a6 
different as two things could be. The trust cen- 
tralizes wealth and hurts the people, the syndi- 
cate scatters wealth and helps the people. 

“The English syndicates or companies, the 
most important of which are perhaps the Trus- 
tees and Executors’ and the City ot London 
Contractors’, make it their business to scatter 
wealth. They send representatives or pro- 
moters all over the world to make arrangements 
for the purchase of manulactories or mines. 
These men satisfy themselves that the business 
they are about to purchase is a paying business. 
Accountants go through the books and experts 
examine the plant and satisfy themselves of its 
efficiency. An option is then secured and the 

urchase is made, invariably in this manner: 

ne-third cash, one-third referred stock, 
and one-third ordinary stoc That leaves 
the control of the business practically just 
where it was before—that is, in the hands of the 
former owners. Supposing the mine or the 
mantfactory was bought for 88,000,000. The 
syndicate floats $4,000, stock and selis every 
bit of it except what goes to the former owners. 
They make their profit just as the country 
merchant makes his profit, by selling goods for 
more than they cost. There are tremendous ex- 


- penses to de paid by the syndicate in the way of 


fees to the Government of Eagiand and the inci- 
dental expenses of the deal. en it is all done 
the control of the mine or the manufactory is in 
America, but the stock is owned by thousands of 
holders instead of by thirty or forty as before. 

“Asfaras I know the deals that have been 
made in America Have all been profitable except 
the purchase of the Detroit breweries, The syn- 
dicate lost money on that deal, because it was 
hard to market the stock in England. The pur- 
chase of the St. Louis breweries was a particu- 
larly lucky deal. The stock is now quoted 7 
above par in England.”

THE NATIVES OF NORTHERN CHINA. 


They Are Slaves to Opium, and Kill Their 
Female Children. 

San Francisco Chronicle: The Rev. Atha 
nasino Goette, a priest of the Franciscan 
order, who has been eight years a missiohary 
in Northern China, next to the Chmese 
wall and Mongolia, arrived here on the City 
of Peking Thursday. A Chronicle reporter saw 
him yesterday at the home of the Franciscan 
Brothers, Golden Gate avenne, and he re- 
counted many interesting facts relative to 


his experiences’ in the province of Shensi, 
where he mainly labored. 

“To get there,” said he, “I went by 
steamer 700 miles from Shanghai to Hankow, 
up the Yang-tse; then on a Chinese boat 
for fifty days on the Han River. Then we 
took mules and rode eight days over what 
are calied the Southern Mountains, when 
we finaily arrived at Singanfou, the old Im- 
perial city of China. This city is the capital 
of the province and has 800,000 inhabitants. 
There we have two churches, a college, and 
a school of about eighty Chinese boys. We 
also have an orphan asylum there with 
avout 1,500 Chinese children. These children 
we have picked up from the graveyards, 
where chey were thrown to die. They are 
all girls. Lately, since the Chinese know 
we take care of them, when female children 
are born they are brought to our doorsteps 


and left there. 

“ Bishop ueci-of the ce, which 
is as large as ce, lives at Koolen, thirty 
miles from Singanfou. There is a seminary 
there. The Bishop has been there twenty- 
six years. Neitner he nor I has ever nad 
any trouble with the natives. Sometimes we 
have to look outa little for the Chinese stu- 
dents, but that is all. The Chinese of the 
North are a much finer class of people than 
those of the South. There are now about 
$0,000 Christians in the province. Not far 
from the great Chinese wall is a massive 
monument erected in the seventh century 
A. D. On it is inscribed the whole history of 
the creation and the story of Christ. A good 
deal of the inscription vet remams. Six hun- 
dred and twenty years after Christ there 
were missionaries where I have been labor-

WARNER MAKES AN ARGUMENT BE- 
FORE THE HOUSE COMMITTEE, 


The Demonetization of Silver Responsible 
for Many Eviis—The President Sends to 
the Senate a Long List of Appointments 
—BSenator Vance Discusses the Negre 
Problem—Statisties in Regard to Farm 
Mortgages to Be Collected — Capital 
Notes. 


Wasuineton, D. C. Jan. 30,—[Special.]— 
A. J. Warner, Chairman of the Executive 
Comwmittee appointed by the silver conven- 
tion held at St. Louis recently, made an ar- 
gument today before House Committee 
on Coinage, Weights, Measures in sup, 
port of the increasea coinage of silver. In 
the course of his argument he reviewed 
the various legislative enactments concern- 
ing silver coinage, and said he did not 
believe that it was in the power of human 
ingenuity, prompted by the most malevo- 
lent greed, to devise a measure of spolia- 
tion so vast, far-reachiig, and so fraught 
with injustice to mankind as the measures 
Gemonetizing silver. The principle of the 
Windom bill was the reéstablishment of bi- 
metalism, but he sawl several objectuons to 
that provision giving discrewonary power to 
tne Secretary of the Treasury to suspend the 
receipt of bullion, and that providing that 
the notes issued for bullion shail be re- 
deemed by the issue of acertificate of de- 
posit for the notes so presented or in gold 
coin at the option of the Government. 


In the Senate the vill instructing the Su- 
perintendent of Census to collect informa- 
uon about mortgages on homes and farms 
Was passed—yeas 47, nays 4, the negative 
votes being cast by Senators McPhefson, 
Sherman, Stockbridge, and Morrill. 

Bills were reported for public buildings at 
Beatrice, Neb. (§100,000), and Atchison, Kas. 
($100,000). 

Mr. Vance proceeded to address the Sen- 
ate on Mr. Butier’s bill to provide for the 
emigration of colored people from the United 
States. 

He criticised Mr. Ingalls’ speech, which he 
characterized as a piece of oratorical pyro- 
technics, concealing its paucity of ideas. 

Mr. Vance acknowledged that the mulien- 
nium had not yet dawned on the South ana 
that the land of reconstruction was not yet 
a land of perfect righteousness. Just north 
of Mason and Diron's line there was such a 
land. There was a country where there was 
no suppression of the popular vote by gerry- 
mandermg or otherwise; where were was 
no purchase of the floating vote in blocks 
of ve“; [laughter] where there was no 
ejectment of color children from white 
schools, or of colored men from theaters and 
barber-chairs; and where it was to be hoped 
that in the process of time one black man 
would be chosen to sit in Congress, and that 
even some railroad attorney or millionairs 
would make room in the Senate Chamber 
for a colored brother. [Laushter.] He 
hoped that, in course of time, one accom- 
plished black man might be sent abroad to 
represent the couffiry to some other land be- 
sides Hayti and Liberia. He even hoped 
that a colored man might be found fit to 
serve his country in some other region than 
the South, and that great — . — of 
political deadbeats, the District of Columbia, 
on whose heipiess people had been imposed 
(mm every office from the judiciary down) 
the wornout partisans for whom their people 
at home had no further use. 

What, he asked, was the negro problem? 
Nature would solve it. Given a high-spirited, 
liberty-loving, cultivated, dominant race, oc- 
cupying a free State, full of capacity, ener- 
gy, and progress; and with that race, a race 
oi manumitted slaves of recently barbaric 
origin, with no race tradiuons, no pride, no 
history of progress, how, he asked, shouid 
the two be made to dwell together in peace 
and traternity? That was the question. It 
was a fundamental priuciple in American 

majority of those to whom the 
franchise is committed shall rule (within 
limits); butit was @ principie of natural law 
as old as man himself that the stronger 
must rule, without limit. He effirmed not 
that the negro was incapable of civilization, 
but that he was incapabie of keeping up 
with the civilization of the white race. His 
1 of the problem was simply “ hands 
off.’ 

He could not support Senator Butler's bill. 
It did not reach the case. There was ample 
room for the negroes in the Northern and 
Northwestern States; and it was entirely 
practicabie to induce them to settle in those 
States. If (said he) the negro is a good 
thing, let us divide nim out. [Laughter.] 
He admitted that such a pian would be the 
death of many a politician; but it would give 
peace to the country; and could bear the 
absence of the politicians.

The House Committee on Pacific Railroads 
today heard arguments by Mr. Storey, the at- 
torney for the Union Pacific, upon the plan 
proposed in the Outhwaite bill for the set- 
tlement ot the indebtedness of that company 
to the Government. The bili provides for an 
extension of tne debt for fifty years, interest 
to be paid at the rate of 5 per cent, and the 
debt and interest to be paid in semi-annual 
installments.

A TALE OF CIGARETTES AND BEER, 


Story of a Callow Youth Whe Had More 
Nickels Then Sense. 

A young man and eighteen cigarettes start- 
ed on a tour of investigauon the other day. 
The cigarettes may seem of littie importance 
to the reader, but as a matter of fact they 
amounted to a good deal—seven or eight 
pounds—before the trip was finished. 

„ph weigh myself!” said the tourist. “I'll 
load myself with nickels and pennies and drop 
one in the slot every time I see a machine. 
The cigarette question is said to be a weighty 
one. I'll find out just how much it weigns.’’ 

So the young man and his eighteen cigar- 
ettes started. Ashe left the office he took 
one out, struck a match, and lit it. This may 
not seem important but it is, because, among 
other things, be discovered the weight of a 
cigarette. About a third of it, perhaps, was 
gone when he struck Hannah & Hogg’s place 
on Madison street opposite McVicker’s Tne- 
ater. He dropped a nickel in the slot and 
the record showed 171 pounds. 

“I didn’t know I weighed so much,” he 
mused, as he bought a glass of beer as an 
excuse for being in the place. Myself, 
ulster, and seventeen and two-thirds cigar- 
ettes, 171 pounds. That’s doing pretty well 
in view of the fact that I've had the grip 
and couldn't eat for three days.“ 

When he reached the southeast corner of 
Washington and State streets the cigarette 
was entirely gone and be took out another. 

This may not seem important, but wait. 

He entored a beer hall under Giles Bros’. 
jewelry store and ordered a glass of beer. 
When about half of it was gone he spied a 
weighing machine and dropped his nickel 
in. It figured bis weight as being 169 pounds. 

„Pve got one cigarette less than when I 
was weighed at Hannah & Hogz’s,” solilo- 
guized the young man. “Is it poseible that 
that cigarette weighed two pounds. No, it 
cannot be; it never weighed. more than a 
pound aud a half. The glass and a half of 
deer I have had must have weighed at least 
half a pound to make itright. But, hold! I 
have smoked of another cigarette. Can: 
that make the difference!“ 

While the young man was debating whetb- 
er it could or not he drank the rest of the 
beer, and then his eye fell on another weigh- 
mg machine inthe same place, He got on it, 
and another nickel was lost. A card slid out 
announcing that the reporter weighed 172 


pounds. : 

„That's pretty heavy beer,” said the young 
man. 

‘“Yes, it is,” said the barkeeper. 

„A half a glass of it weighs three pounds, 
according to your scales,” said the young 
man. 

And the barkeeper said nothing more. 

The second cigarette was gone by this 
time, and the investigator was on his third 
when he dropped his penny in the slot at the 
Tremont House, The announcement was 
171% vounds. The onty logical conclusion 
was that the last cigarette weighed haif a 
pound. Thus we find that the weight of 
cigarettes varies. This fact was still further 
shown by the machine at the Suerman 
House, which gave 170 as the correct weight. 
By this time several beers had been drunk, 
but he had lost 14¢ pounds. It worried him 
somewhat. He couidn’t figure out how the 
loss of one cigarette and the gain of two 
beers could made him weigh 1 pounds less 
than he dia before. The beer must have 
been ight and the cigarette heavy, to a cer- 
tainty. 

The beer at-the Sherman House, however, 
seemed to be vy, for one giass of it lifted 
the weight at Hannah & Hogg’s Randolph 
street place to 171 pounds, from which it can 
be easily figured out that one glass of Sher- 
man House beet weighs one pound. 

“But perhaps I have smoked a quarter of 
a pound of cigarette,” said he. “In that 
case Sherman House beer mnst weigh more 
than a pound a glass. I will hie me to the 
City-Hall, where they never fool any one, and 
get my actual weight.“ 

So he hied him and found two weighing- 
machines. He got on the first and found 
that the “hie” had cost him half a pound. 
He weighed only 17036. 

Another halt pound of cigarette smoked,” 
he muttered. e was too honest aman to 
charge it to the run he had made from Han- 
nah Hoge's Randolph street place to the 
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© other machine here bad a tab on it say- 
ing that it was run for charity. It probabiv 
was; it certainly was not run for the purpose 
of weighing people. A nickel dropped in the 
slot made some machinery work, and a card 
giving the weight was carefully left inside 
where no one could see it, or get at it. The 
door was finally pried open, however, and 
he learned that his weight had increased 
two and one-half pounds. Since last 
weighed (in the same place) he had smoked 
(according to the previous records) two or 
three pounds of cigarettes, and had had at 
least five pounds of worry. But he 
now weighed 173 pounds. The logical con- 
clusion, of course, is that cigarettes and 
worry are good for a man. 

But he was Still a little mixed as to the 
weight of a cigarette. It seemed to vary. 
He had only thirteen left at this time, and, 
thinking that an unlucky number, he lit one 
and started for Corcoran & Davies’ on Clark 
street. Probably a quarter of the cigarette 
was gone when he arrived there and the 
quarter must bave weighed three pounds, for 
man, ulster, and twelve and three-fourths 
cigarettes only weighed 170 pounds according 
to the “ Parson’s”’ scales. 

“Dear me!“ said he—a man never says 
anything narsher than Dear me, can’t 
get onto the weight of these cigarettes at all. 
Sometimes I smoke one and it increases my 
weight and the next time 1 take one out of 
my pocket it seems to lighten me several 
pounds. I think Il take another glass of 
beer anc see what effect that will have.”
